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Provincial Education Property Tax rises by 10.2 per cent in Didsbury 


Town councillors and administration show ‘displeasure’ with inflated number

The recent announce¬ 
ment that Didsbury taxpay¬ 
ers will shell out 10.2 per 
cent more in education 
taxes this year over last has 
town council crying foul, 
as preliminary budget fig¬ 
ures have already been 
decided. 

The Education Property 
Tax rate differs among 
municipalities within 
Mountain View County, 
with the county’s average 
increasing by 8.2 per cent 
from 201 l’s. 

Didsbury s increase is the 
third-highest in the county, 
following behind Sundre’s 
10.8 per cent increase and 


Carstairs' 12 per cent 
increase. 

Municipalities do not set 
the Education Property 
Tax, as it is provincially 
mandated. 

Didbsury's increase is 
four times more than the 
2.5 per cent increase in 
property taxes the town 
had proposed for 2012. 

“When council set that 
town increase, it required 
council to use a sharp knife 
to whittle things down, the 
reason being that the town 
[residents] could only 
afford so many dollars," 
said Chief Administrative 
Officer Hoy Brown. “[This 
tax] is over four times high¬ 
er than ours." 

Mayor Brian Wittal, who 
was away during the time 


of the council meeting, was 
not available for comment, 
but Brown had been pres¬ 
ent with Wittal upon 
receiving the Education 
Property Tax news when it 
had been announced prior 
to the meeting. 

“In discussion with the 
mayor, there was express¬ 
ing of frustration with this 
level of increase in one 
year,” said Brown. 

“Who do we complain to? 
Who do we show we are 
displeased? It is not fair to 
the residents of 
Didsbury." 

Each year the province 
calculates the amount 
each municipality must 
contribute towards the 
provincial public educa¬ 
tion system. 


This amount is based on 
an assessment value. 

Municipalities collect 
this property tax and for¬ 
ward it to the province, 
where it is deposited into 
the Alberta School 
Foundation Fund 

(ASFF). 

The Education Property 
Tax that Ls pooled into the 
ASFF is then distributed 
among Alberta’s public and 
separate school boards on 
an equal per-student basis. 

The provincial education 
requisition is $1,979 billion 
for the 2012/2018 fiscal 
year, which is an increase 
of 6.4 per cent from the 
2011/2012 fiscal year. 

The formula for calculat¬ 
ing each municipality’s 
2012 requisition is based on 


the least of a 12 per cent 
requisition cap, and a four- 
year average of equalized 
assessments (2009, 2010, 
2011 and 2012), or a munic¬ 
ipality’s 2012 equalized 
assessment. 

Council said they felt 
that a potential lack of edu¬ 
cation on the matter would 
incite confusion with 
Didsbury residents, who 
may not understand how 
the tax works, and that it is 
not the doing of the town 
when they receive their 
bills. 

“Because we collect the 
money, it is, in part ami in 
parcel, ours, when in fact is 
has nothing to do with us," 
said Deputy Mayor Lavar 
Adams on possible com¬ 
munity misconceptions 


about the tax, adding, “We 
can bend over backwards, 
sharpening our pencils to 
keep our rate down, and 
then this happens.” 

“This is going to make 
our taxes look like they are 
through the roof,” said 
Coun. Gayle Veno. “We 
need to try to get as many 
people to understand that 
we are raising x amount, 
and the province is raising 
10.2 per cent.” 

Councillors motioned to 
have Mayor Brian Wittal 
write a column regarding 
the Education Property 
Tax upon his return, as 
well as direct administra¬ 
tion to express displeasure 
to the minister and deputy 
minster of education, the 
Al ’MA, and the premier.

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Council urged to reconsider 
decision on heritage signage

The Town of Didsbury's 
heritage sign project met 
opposition with its design 
during a recent council 
meeting. 

Resident Linda Plewis, 
who had taken to the 
streets to collect communi¬ 
ty feedback on the signs, 
presented her survey 
results to council. 

The final design pro¬ 
posed, which was 
approved for purchase and 
installation, was an iron 
sign with directions and 
locations cut out, and the 
Town of Didsbury text 
logo. 

Originally the image logo 
of the town was also going 
to be cast into the tops of 
the signs, but it has since 
been removed. 


Plewis argued that the 
current design did not coin¬ 
cide with the “heritage" 
feel they were supposed to 
express, and that the 
majority of those she sur¬ 
veyed had agreed. 

“There was an over¬ 
whelming response of 
'no'," Plewis said. “It's 
industrial-looking, it does 
not feel historic.” 

Forty-nine out of 49 peo¬ 
ple Plewis surveyed had 
additional comments on 
the proposed signage, such 
as it being too large, too 
contemporary, and not a 
place for the town to be 
spending money. 

“Many residents said 
‘stop spending, or have no 
new directional signs at 
this time’,” Plewis told 
council. 

In addition to collecting 
feedback on the proposed 
signs, Plewis had shown 


two other example designs 
to people to compare and 
contrast. 

< )ne sign was a small, sin¬ 
gle-point directional sign, 
which Plewis said most 
people seemed to like. 

“The overwhelming 
response was that a small 
directional sign was best," 
said Plewis. 

Coun. Ray Anderson, 
who had previously asked 
individuals in the commu¬ 
nity how they felt about the 
signage, had received only 
negative responses as 
well. 

“After so many years [of 
working on this), you're 
never going to make every¬ 
one happy,” said Anderson. 
“On the street, there were 
no positive comments." 

At this time, council has 
not made any announce¬ 
ments to reconsider the 
signage project, and the 


project’s proposed three- 
year phase completion is 
still in effect. 

Plewis said the next 
action, then, is to petition 
the town. 

“Anyone coming in off 
the street are not going to 
get a historical feeling," 
said Plewis. 

“It does not feel historic, 
and people like public 
input.” 

The signage project was 
a result of the First 
Impression Community 
Exchange program that 
Didsbury took part in with 
Cardston. 

It was determined 
through the program that 
Didsbury did not have any 
heritage signage that could 
direct visitors to the com¬ 
munity to important sites, 
such as the museum, 
library, hospital and 
more.

schools and hospitals and 
repairing highways and road¬ 
ways, the Tories are calling the new spending part 
of their ‘strategic vision for the future’ of Alberta. 

“Infrastructure projects are investments in com¬ 
munities and families,” said Premier Alison 
Redford. “Hundreds of projects underway across 
the province will provide more classrooms, 
improve access to health care, support communi¬ 
ty infrastructure and enhance our road network.” 

The new funding will go to a myriad of projects, 
including 28 health capital projects worth $4 bil¬ 
lion, and 56 school projects, including 15 new 
schools, and upgrades of more than 1,000 kilome¬ 
tres of highways. 

The capital plan also includes $5.6 billion com¬ 
bined support for municipal infrastmcture over 
three years for the Municipal Sustainability 
Initiative and municipal transportation and water 
infrastmcture grants. 

While no one in West Central Alberta would 
argue with the need for the region’s roads and 
highways and schools and hospitals to be ade¬ 
quately funded and maintained, the timing of the 
new fiinding announcement raises a few (juestions. 

For one, why does it seem that every time an 
election rolls around the government announces 
major spending projects like this one? Can voters 
perhaps be excused for being a little cynical about 
the timing of such major funding announcements? 

The opposition parties, of course, say the Tories’ 
well-worn practice of opening up the purse 
strings just before elections is all about buying 
votes with public money, all about spending 
money now while leaving things underfunded in 
the off-election years. 

On the other side, the government is, at least 
according to Premier Redford, only concerned 
with investing in “communities and families”. 

Putting the rhetoric aside for a moment, the fact 
is there is a real and growing need for upgrades to 
key infrastmcture across the province, including 
in every town and county in West Central Alberta. 

Whether it’s much-needed changes to inter¬ 
changes along the key QE II corridor, the need for 
new hospitals in many communities, or the impor¬ 
tance of keeping highways up to standard so they 
can serve vital industries such as oil and gas and 
tourism, proper and adequate infrastmcture fund¬ 
ing is a must for Alberta’s well-being. 

If the province is to continue to grow and pros¬ 
per in this post-recession economy, public spend¬ 
ing on key infrastructure must continue, regard¬ 
less of which party is in power following the 
upcoming 2012 provincial vote.

AESO responds to letter 


plans are in place and reserves are 
available to meet the electricity 
demands of Albertans. Likewise, 
when the amount of electricity sup¬ 
ply available exceeds system 
demand, referred to as a supply sur¬ 
plus, the AESO must properly man¬ 
age this situation to maintain system 
reliability and ensure there is no 
bias between fuel types. In other 
words, the AESO must have proce¬ 
dures to determine which of the gen¬ 
erators who have offered at $0 - 
remember that this indicates that it 
is very important to them to keep 
miming no matter the price - we 
should turn down or off. This is 
because in electricity, which can’t be 
stored, supply must always equal 
demand. These procedures do not 
change the fact that the price settles 
at $0 in that hour. 

Alberta’s wholesale electricity 
market design is based on the prem¬ 
ise of an uncongested transmission 
system that enables all generators to 
compete to offer their supply to the 
grid. 

This competition benefits 
Albertans by ensuring they pay the 
lowest price possible for electricity.

market happens when supply equals 
demand and a price is set. 
Generators of electricity offer their 
power into the AESO-operated mar¬ 
ket at their own chosen price from 
$0 up to a ceiling of $999.99 per 
megawatt hour (MWh). 

These offers are sorted from the 
lowest to highest price for each hour 
of every day into a list called a merit 
order. 

The AESO’s system controllers use 
the merit order to balance electricity 
supply and demand, dispatching the 
lowest-priced supply offers and 
moving up to the highest priced 
offers until all electricity required 
for that hour is supplied. When 
demand is satisfied entirely by offers 
at $0, the market clears at $0, and 
that is indeed the price that anyone 
buying electricity on the wholesale 
market will pay for that hour, and it 
is indeed the price that generators 
receive for their output during that 
hour. Those generators will have 
offered at $0 because they are will¬ 
ing to accept whatever price the 
market sets in order to continue run¬ 
ning, possibly because they are sup¬ 
porting an industrial process that 
will freeze up if they shut down. 

This occurred six times in 2011. 

Our role requires us to ensure that 
even during times of high demand,

The Alberta Electric System 
Operator (AESO) wishes to correct 
inaccurate information included in a 
Letter to the Editor that ran in the 
Feb. 21, 2012 issue of the Didsbury 
Review. 

The letter, submitted by Joe 
Anglin, Wildrose candidate in the 
Rimbey-Rocky Mountain House- 
Sundre constituency, is riddled with 
errors and leaves readers with a 
complete misinterpretation of how 
Alberta’s wholesale electricity mar¬ 
ket operates. 

The AESO is a not-for-profit organ¬ 
ization that acts in the public inter¬ 
est of Albertans and has no financial 
interest or investment of any kind in 
the power industry. We monitor the 
electricity grid 24 hours per day, 
seven days per week, working with 
transmission facility owners and 
power generation owners to ensure 
that at all times, reliable power is 
available to meet the needs of 
Albertans. 

Wholesale electricity prices arc 
determined hourly by tin 1 lowest 
price that delivers enough supply to 
meet the total demand for that hour. 
Tins hourly price is called the pool 
price, and this market structure is 
called a clearing price model. 
Contrary to Mr. Anglin’s assertion, 
the market is “cleared” every minute
